C  'wa  Crop  and  Lives  took  Reporting  Service  is  to 
meet  the  public  needs  and  .i3(i-j,Mds  for  summary  dat,^.  ox  a.:  historical  nature  and 
for  current  statistical  inf oi^n.-i-cion  of  agriculturaj.      cdcction  in  Iowa  and  the 
United  States. 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural  organ- 
izations, commercial  interests,  teachers,  legislators,  and  county,  State  and 
governmental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change  in  coun- 
ties.   Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  mak:e  available  data  for  each  county 
over  an  extended  period  of  time.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data    that  some 
organizations  have  assembled  such  information  at  considerable  cost.     It  is  in  re- 
sponse to  these  needs  that  this  seriee  is  bqing  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  existing  State  and 
Federal  documents  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  Norman  V.  Strand,  State- 
wide Work  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  Econimics  and  Statis- 
tics projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Project  65-1-72-155 
of  the  Work  Projects  Administration.    Official  Project  665-72-3-36  furnished  the 
material  for  Tables  21  and  23. 

The  Iowa  Agricultural  Extension  Service  participated  in  the  preparation  of 
the  materials  in  this  report.    Selected  data  from  the  files  of  the  Iowa  Agricultur- 
al Experiment  Station  have  been  r&lea.sed  for  publication  in  this  series.  Special 
creoit  is  given  to  the  Iowa  assessors  and  tajc  officials  who  collect  data  on  crops 
and  livestocks  as  required  under  the  Iowa  laws.    Without  these  data  by  townships 
and  counties  detailed  agricultural  statistics  would  be  less  accurate  and  less 
complete .

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IOWA  ACrRICULTUPAL  STATISTICS  -  FLO"H)  COIMTY 

Floyd  County,  originally  part  of  old  Fayette  County,  was  established  on 
January  15,  1851,  and  was  named  for  i/jilliani  Floyd,  one  of  tlie  signers  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  from  the  State  of  Hew  York,    Fnen  the  county  was 
firr.t  established,  the  north  boundary  line  was  three  railes  north  of  the  present 
boundary,  xvhich  vias  fixed  July  1,  1055. 

In  1850,  Joseph  Kelley  strakod  out  a  claim  on  the  Cedar  River  where  Charles 
City  novT  stands.    In  that  same  year,  Jerome  ¥atson  took  a  claim  farther  down  the 
riYCir    and  a  short  time  later  C,        Burroughs,  Joseph  Hev/itt  and  H.  M.  Brown 
sett..ed  about  six  miles  above  Ilelley's  claim.     In  the  summer  of  1853,  Llr,  Kelley 
plat':ed  a  tovm  on  his  land  and    named  it  St.  Charles  in  honor  of  his  son.  However, 
he  soon  changed  the  name  to  Charles  City. 

The  county  was  foimally  organized  in  1854  and  Charles  City  was  chosen  as 
the  coiuity-seat .    Several  attempts  were  made  in  the  follov/ing  years  to  remove 
the  county-seat  to  other  towns,  but  all  were  unsuccessful. 

The  first  railroad  built  through  the  country  was  the  Milwaukee  and  St,  Paul, 
running  from  east  to  west.    1/    This  road  was  completed  in  about  1869, 

Charles  City  is  the  home  of  the  Ilart-Parr  Tractor  Company,    This  farm  trac- 
tor was  invented  and  further  developed  by  Charles  Hart  and  his  classmate  Charles 
H,  Parr,    In  peak  production  periods  the  company  ships  trainloads  of  tractors  to 
all  parts  of  the  United  States.  2/ 

Area 

Floyd  County  is  approxiraately  21  by  24  miles  in  extent  and  contains  495 
square  miles  3/,  or  316,800  acres.     Of  this  number,  307,851  acres  are  listed 
as  farm  lands,    4/       There  are  12  tox'Kiships  of  variable  area  in  the  county  and 
it  ranks  fifty-second  in  point  of  size  in  the  State. 

Soils 

The  soils  of  Floyd  County  are  grouped  into  four  classes  according  to 
their  origin  and  location;  namely,  drift,  loess,  terrace,  and  swamp  and  bottom- 
land.   The  drift  soils  cover  83,7  percent  of  the  county  and  are  divided  into 
Carrington  loams — 53,0  percent,  Clyde  loams — 15,1  percent,  Floyd  silt  loam — 
7,7  percent,  Lindley  silt  loam — 3,1  percent,  Dodgeville  silt  loam — 2.7  percent, 
Dickinson  loams — 2,0  percent,  and  Roseville  silt  loam — 0.1  percent.    The  loess 
soil,     Clinton  silt  loaia,  covers  0.3  percent  of  the  area.    The  terrace  soils  cover 
11,9  percent  of  the  surface  and  are  divided  into  O'Neill  loams — 7,8  percent,

Topography 

The  drainage  of  Floyd  County  is  accomplished  by  the  Cedar  and  Shell  Rock 
riv'ors  which  flow  in  a  southeasterly  direction.    The  topography  is  strongly  roll- 
j  a,;;:  ^T-'.r.-.,ig  these  rivers,  but  south  from  Charles  City  and  Llarble  Rock  the  surface 
's  "lor-o  gently  rolling,    Tliroughout  the  upland  regions  of  the  county  the  topog- 
r.-V^a-;-  is  very  gently  rolling  to  undulating  and  the  areas  between  the  streams  are 
b.vjc'.l.    The  slopes  to  the  shallow  valleys  are  long  and  gentle. 

Terraces  and  bottom-lands  are  developed  rather  extensively  along  most  of 
the  streams.  The  largest  areas  are  along  the  Shell  Rock  River  in  the  vicinity 
of  marble  Rock  and  along  the  Cedar  River  from  Charles  City  to  Floyd,  In  these 
areas  the  bottom-land  and  terrace  soils  vary  from  one  to  two  miles  in  vadth,  5/ 

Climate 

The  average  temperature  for  40  years  (1890-1930)  v/as  45,1  degrees.  The 
average  precipitation  for  55  years  (1375-1930)  vjas  31,57  inches,  and  the  growing 
season  averaged  160  days  betxToen  the  killing  frost  dates  of  April  27  and  October 
4,  recorded  from  1905  to  1930.  7/ 

Population 

Floyd  County  has  experienced  a  steady  grovrfch  in  population.    It  has  a 
density  of  39  persons  per  square  mile,  as  compared  with  the  State  density  of  44, 
The  follovjing  table  shows  the  number  of  inhabitants  recorded  at  10-year  intervals:

Cooperatives 


In  1937  there  eight  cooperative  institutions  in  operation  in  this 
county — five  elevators,  one  creamory,  one  livestock  enterprise,  and  one  petroleum 
plant . 

As  a  whole,  they  had  2,117  members,  of  which  1,900  were  active,  and  3,500 
persons  did  business  with  the  8  concerns.    The  selling  cooperatives  had  a  business 
volume  of  $1,105,473  and  the  purchasing  cooperatives  transacted  §278,864 
worth  of  business. 

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  and  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  exclusively.    Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  coooperativos  market  farm 
commodities  for  their  members  and  patrons,  13/ 


Fruit 

In  1909,  the  record  year  for  apples,  35,054  trees  and  25,210  bushels  were 
reported.    The  1934  record  v/as  9,577  trees  and  1,973  bushels.    The  best  year  for 
cherries  and  grapes  also  was  1909.     The  largest  number  of  plum  trees,  2,754, 
was  listed  in  1909,  but  the  greatest  production,  620  bushels,  was  recorded  in 
1894.     In  the  peak  year  for  cherries,  1909,  1,141  trees  produced  141  bushels. 
There  wore    6,150  grape  vines  recorded  in  1874,  but  the  greatest  crop  was  3,668 
pounds  in  1909.  14/

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Note  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breakdown  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(1)  all  corn,   (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,   (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.    A  total  production  is  given  for  each  faim 
which  includes    only  that  actually  husked.    In  getting  county  totals  of  production, 
the  acreage  other  than  that  husked  is  multiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by  dividing 
total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  and  added  to  sunmations  of  in- 
dividual farm  productions  shovm  as  husked.  This  assiiraes  that  acreage  not  husked 
vrould  have  produced  the  same  yield  as  "that  actually  husked. 

In  1934  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  com  yield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  was  felt 
that  farmers    in  those  years  would  select  their  best  acreages  for  husking  and  cut 
pr  hog  off  the  rest,  which  \\rould  be  a  different  and  lower  yield.    This  separate 
yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked  and  the  total  added 
to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  xvas  done  by  counties  only  and  not  by  tovmships.    The  tow-Ship  yields 
for  these  two  years,  then,  are  somev/hat  high  since  they  are  based  only  on  acre  - 
age  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.    The  total  corn  acreage  is  shown  by  tovm- 
ship  with  this  yield,  and  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage  shown  to  get 
total  production  vail  result  in  a  too  high  figure.    The  county  summary  table  figures 
for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for  poorer  yields  on  that  acre- 
age not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be  multiplied  by  the  acreages  shown 
there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the  county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  toi/mship  production  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  and  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  com  yield  has  been  assijmed 
to  be  equal  in  all  utilizations.    The  county  yield  and  township  yields  are,  there- 
fore, consistent  in  all    years  except  1934  and  1936,

The  figures  for  1936,  1937,  1938  and  1939  for  all  cattle  and  milk  cows  arfs 
estim.ates  of  the  Division  of  Agriculture  Statistics  of  the  lovja  Department  of  .igri- 
culture  and  those  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  are  adjusted  State  farm  as- 
sessors^ fig'ares. 

The  adjusted  county  figures  for  horses,  mules,  hogs  and  sheep  for  the  last  four 
years  in  the  table  are  more  nearly  accurate  than  those  in  Table  17  and  comparison 
mth  these  figures  will  provide  an  estimate  of  the  bias  displayed  by  the  unadjusted 
state  farm  assessors'  figures.
